TRANSPORTATION, 
MR. ALDRICH’S BILL. 
Special Dispatch to The Triduna 

Wasuineton, Dec. 9.—Representative Ald- 
rich is endeavoring to secure early and favorable 
action upon his bill for the amendment of the 
Immediate-Transportation act, in the interests 
of Chicago and other interior cities, Representa- 
tive Davis, of Chicago, is also taking great in- 
terest in the bill, and to-day called upon 
Assistant-Secretary French, of the Treasury, 
who has eharge of customs matters, with refer- 
ence to it. Mr. French was understood, when 
in Chicago, to be in favor of the bill, but he 
stated to-day that be did not wish to exovress 
himeelf pablicly upon the question until asked 
to do 80 officially by the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, to which it was referred.

There are 
apprehensions that the Eastern influence may 
be too strong to secure a report from the Com- 
mittee, so that the bill cannot even be consid- 
ered in the House. if the Committee adopts 
such a course a very strong combination will be 
made to force the Committee by an order of the 
House, obtained through suspeasion of the 
rules, to bring the bill before the House for 
action,

FINANCE. 
BAYARD’S RESOLUTION. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune 

Wasnineton, Dec. 9.—Mr. Bayard did not 
call up his resolution at to-day’s meeting of the 
Finance Committee, it having been decided to 
proceed with the regular order of business ac- 
cording to its docket. Had the resolution been 
pressed, there is little doubt that the Committee 
would have favurably reported it, bat, ia 
view of the probable short interval bo- 
fore the holiday recess, it. may be deemed 
advisable not to open discussion until after the 
new year. There is, ‘indeed, a general dis- 
position to postpone action on the most im- 
portant bills until that time, The resolution will 
be reported from the Committee by the votes 
of members who will oppose.it when it comes 
up for consideration. A very strong friend and 
partisan of Senator Bayard gives the following 
explanation of the causes which induced Senator 
Voorhees to introduce his resolution. He says 
that the resolution of Voorhees is directiy 
aimed against the President, but more directiy 
against the Senator from Delaware. if the 
President deserves condemnation for his com- 
mendation, certainly Mr. Bayard does for his 
resolution, aud there is no question but this 
resolution is 

BUT A STEP IN THE WARFARE 

which the opponents of the latter’s candédacy 
for the Presidency are waging upon bim. The 
Seymour boom was the first attack made b 
the opponents of Mr. Bayard upon him, an 
the more recent attacks upon nis resolution but 
follow upand give emphasis to the fact that 
both the Tilden aud Indiaga parties are doing 
all in their power to prevent his nomination. 
Mr. Ranaail’s interview fully illustrates the 
pesition of the friends of Mr. Tilden, and Sen- 
ator Voorhees’ resolution does the same for the 
Indiana Democrats. Bitterly bostile as the 
Tilden and Hendricks factions may be, they are 
nevertheless united in their opposition to 
Mr. Bayard. So strongly opposed are they to 
Mr. Bayard that the Tilden faction, at least, is 
willing to discard its hard- money principles and 
accept the compromise or do-nothing policy. 
It ws very evident, however, that the Voorbees 
resolution will {ail of its end, for it caunot pos- 
sibly secure the support of ine Republicans of 
the Senate, owing to its attack upoa the Presi- 
dent.

SALE OF PINE LANDS. 


The Largest Sale of Pine Lands Ever E- 
fected in Michigan—The Purchasers Most- 
ly Boston Parties. 
&pecial Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Granp Raprps, Mich., Dec. 9.—The largest 
sale of pine lands that ever occurred in the 
State for spot cash was closed here yesterday 
evening. Norris & Uhl, attorneys of this city, 
sold for the .estate of George B. Warren, of 
Troy, N. Y., 4,520 acres of choice pine land in the 
eastern part of Newaygo Couuty, on the line of 
the Chicago & West Michigan Railroad, and a 
half-iuterest in what is known as the Beidler 
Logging Railroad, seven miles long, for $128,000. 
The land, estimated to cut 55,000,000 to 60,000,- 
000 feet. of lumber, was sold at $25 an acre. 
The purchasers are a corporation known 
as the West Michigan Lumber Com- 
pany, of which George d. Kemball, 
of this city, General Manager of the Chicago & 
West Michigan Railroad, is Presideat. The 
chief stockholders are Nathaniel Thayer, George 
C. Merriam, Charles Francis Adams, Jr., and 
other Boston capitalists connected with the 
Chicago & West Michigan and the Detroit, 
Lansing & Northern Railroad of this State; and 
William Addis, of this city. They own the L. 
G. Mason sawmill, at Muskegon, and probably 
three times as much other good pine land which 
they have bought in the past year. It is esti- 
mated that they have over $500,000 worth of 
pire lands in the State, probably over 200,000,- 
000 feet. The lands they have just bought were 
not able to command a purchaser at $20 per 
acre, or even less, not more than twelve months 
ago. This transacnon shews an tocreased ac- 
tivity and confidence io lumbering ia the State, 
and that pine lands have advanced 2 per cent 
or more within a year. .

Roux, Dec. 9.—Ever since the proclamation 
of the dogma of the Immaculate Conception by 
Pius IX., in 1854, the 8th of December has 
remained one of the most popular 
Roman festivals, and an effort was 
made yesterday among the clericals to 
celebrate its twenty-fifth anniversary with un- 
usual solemnity. The day was cold, but clear 
and sunny. The Pope has not officiated. in 
public since the Italian occupation, but Pope 
Leo recetved about 1,000 persons, including 500 
Italian pilerims. He gave audience in the Hall

PRELATES, NOBLES, AND PALATINE GUARDS 
in fall uniform. He addressed a fervid, but 
short, speech concerning the dogma adoring 
the sanctity of his predecessor. Mass 
was heid in the Basilica of St. Peter's by 
Cardinal San Stefano. Constant prayers 
were offered before the tomb of Pius IX.. 
which is studded with priceless stones, lapis 
laaull and malachite. Crowded pilgrimages 
were made to his future tomb at San Lorenzo 
without the walls. Many wreaths, inscribed 
witt offerings, were placed in vacant niches. 

Grand High Mass was heid in all the churches 
dedicated to the Virgin, which were decorated 
with hangings, tapestry, and lights. In the 
Basilica of St. Agostino, in the Via Pripetta, 
the miraculous statue of the Virgin was re- 
sviendent with jewels to the value of mill- 
ions. Santa Maria in Loreto and the 
Church of Gesu, in the Piazza del 
Gesu, near the northern foot of the Capitol, 
which owes its foundation to Cardinal 
Alessandro Farnez, and is one of the richest 
churches in Rome, was qmlendidly decorated 
in red and gold, with hengings of silk and 
velvet, with constellations of light  fol- 
lowing the lines ef its noble architect- 
ure, and an occasional streak of the 
sun illuminatmg the fresco of the cupoly and 
tribune. In the apse wasa crimson hanging, 
against which the Virgin’s statue stood out in 
bold relief. 

The chapel of San Ignazio gieamed with 
precious stones The marble group of the 
Trinity, by-Bernanduro Ludovisi, and the globe 
below the Almighty, said to be the largest mass 
ot lapis lazuli in the world, added to the 
splendor of the scene, which was as 

SOLEMN AS IT WAS GORGEOUS. 

Three musical services were performed by the 
best artists in Rome, hired at the expense of a 
devout foreigner, whose name was concealed. 

There were immense crowds all day u the 
Church of the Holy Apostles, bebind 
the Corso, where Canova erected some 
of his finest monuments, ana the heart 
of Maria Clementina is deposited. Here Car- 
dinal Howard officiated with his fine military 
air, assisted by eight Bishops, someof them 
Oriental, attired in magnificent robes. 

In the Church of Santa Maria in Ara Coli, 
on the site of the Temple of Jupiter 
Capitolinus and famous for its - antiquity, 
the services were still more splendid. 
Crowds flocked to kneel before the Sautissimo 
Bambino, the wooden figure of the infant 
Savior, still freputed to have marvelous 
powers in healing the sick.

The 
Chapella Paolina belonging to the Borghese 
family, coataining the miraculous picture of the 
Virgin and Child, attributed to St. Luke, was 
brilliantly filuminated at vespers. 

Cardinal _McCloskey’s church, the Santa

Vrenna, Dec. 9.—Dispatches received here 
state that the recent battle between the 
Montenegrins and Albanians was the bloodiest 
aud most destructive in the history of the war. 
Not less than 1,500 troops are reported killed. 
and at least 2,000 wounded. The fight was fought 
in the bitterest possible spirit, no quarter being 
given on either side, The troops exposed them- 
selves recklesly, disdaining in many cases to avail 
themselves of the covers which the mountain- 
ous region in which the battle occurred offered 
on almost all sides, The scene when hostilities 
closed for the day was frightful. The 
ground was strewn with the slain, 
and wagons fare still employed day and 
night carrying off the dead for hasty burial 
and the wounded into improvised hospitals. 
All the terrible fighting abilities of the warlike 
Albanians were brought out with magnificent 
effect, while their enemies were scarcely behind 
them in valor and dash. It is expected that 
later reports will rather increase than diminish 
the list of losses on both sides.

Lonpox, Dec. 9.—The Mark Lane Express 
says: As a rule farmers’ interests in England 
bave not suffered by delay in their operations 
caused by frost, but in Scotland plowing is 
much in arrears. Deliveries of home-grown 
wheat were slightly less than the previous 
week, but in consequence of there being no ma- 
terial improvement in the quality, business was 
very slow both in London and at country mar- 
kets, with little or do change in prices. The 
imports of foreign wheat have agaim been large, 
amounting to 83,5234 quarters received at Lon- 
don during the week, and 210,000 quarttrs at 
Liverpool during the past forteight.

SENTIMENT OF THE CABINET. 
Special Digpatch te The Tribune. 
Wasureéroyw, D. C., Dee. 9—There was «4 
Cabinet meeting this afterpoon held to de- 
termine what ougbt to be done with the Utes 
to be given up for trial and punishment. There 
was a difference of opinion as to the course to 


pursue, which occasioned a good deal of dis- 


satisfaction. The conclusion fluall reached is 
that the Indians shall not be tried either in 
Colorado or New Mexico, for the reason that it 
is feared they would not be allowed «a fair 
chance by the inhabitants of that State and 
Territory. It no suitable spot can be selected in 
the West, then the location for the trial will be 
left to the Indian Commissioner, It is not 
thought that the Utes will be brought to this 
city, as the abundance of lawyers who nave lit- 
tie to do might annoy those baving direction of 
the trial with writs of habeas corpus and the 
like. The decision is only acompromise be- 


tween the Indian Department and the senti- 


ment which predominates throughout the en- 
tire border, and which would dictate most sum- 
mary measures. 

SENATOR TELLER, OF COLORADO, 
bad a talk with Secretary Schurz this morp- 


said he had been looking up precedents 
for such a course of action. Mr, Teller ex- 
pressed the opinion that the whole tribe should 
be held as baving forfeited their treaty rights, 
although only a few Indians were kuowu to 
have been engaged in the perpetration of the 
late outrages, but the vast majority of the 
tribe were résponsible. These actions on the 
part of the Indians necessarily puts an ed to 
the treaty. 

The Colorado delegation have abandoned the 
notion of sending these Indians to the Indien 
Territory. This seneme is opposed solidly by 
the Kansas, Arkansas, and Texas delegations, 
who are sufficiently cursed already with bad 
neighbors, neither do they favor New Mexico. 
The most elivibie locality for this purpose, 
Mr. Teller thinks, is Uintah Reservation, 
Utah, a fertile tract large enough to give every 
man, and woman, and child seventy-six acres 
of arable land and 450 acres of pasture land, 
making a tract of over 500 acres each. 

Senator Hill impressed upon the Secretary 
the absurdity of making the consent of the 
Indians 3 condition of their removal. That 
consent bas beeo rendered entirely unnecessary, 
he tainks, by their violation of the treaty. 

RGPRESENTATIVE BELFORD

PROSPECTIVE LEGISLATION.

Wasuinorton, D. C., Dec. 9.—It is probable 
that Indian affairs will absorb a large share ef 
attention in Congress during the present ses- 
sion. Chairman Scales,of the House Commit- 
tee on Indian Affairs, informed a TRIBUNE cor- 
respondent to-day that he has strong hopes of 
the passage at this session of the bill to give 
Indians lund titles in severaity, and to reduce 
the number and area of Indian reservations. 
This bili meets the approval of the Interior De- 
partment, and, in most of its features, 
of the Board of indian Commissioners. 
It has also been agreed upon by the House 
Committee, and probably will be reported 
at an early day. The transfer of the Indian 
Bureau to the War Dedartmeut will also be aci- 
tated, and appearances indicate that the meas- 
ure has gained strength in both branches of 
Congress within the last year. The people of 
Colorado demand the removal of the Ute In- 
dians beyond the borders of that State. This 
morning Kepresentative Belford, of Colorado, 
appeared before the House Committee on In- 
dian Affairs, and advocated the passage of a 
joint resolution providing for immediate nego- 
tiations with the Utes looking to the extinguish- 
ment of the title to their reservation and their 
removal from the State. 

The resolution Mr. Belford presented was 
Grafted in the Interior Department, and con- 
tained a proposition for the removal of the Utes 
to the Indian Territory. The Southwestern 


Representatives on the Committee at once ob-. 


jected tothis, and it was then suggested that 
the Indians be removed to the norther part of 
New Mexico, which Mr. Belford describes as 
possessing the same climate and other advan- 
tages as that part of Colorado.

LAND-GRANT ROADS. 
’ Apecial Diapatch to The Tribune 

Dis Mores, Ia., Dee. 8.—Instractions have 
recently been ved by the officers of the 
United States Land-Uffice here, from the De- 
partment of the Interior, which will prove im- 
portant to land- graut railroads in this State. 

In 1857, March 3, Congress passed an act 
grapting to the State of Kansa« lands for vari- 
ous railroads, and also to Minnesota lands for 
the same purpose. Among the Kansag roads 
was that of the Leavenworth, Lawrence & Gal- 
veston. Subsequentiy this claimed in- 
demnity for lands which had been 
otherwise disposed of by the Govern- 
ment within the limits of the limit. 
and brought suit against the United States to 
recover other land as indemnity for the loss. 
Three questions were invoived: (1) When the 
title passed from the United States. (2) When 


the title of the Railroad Company attached. 


(3) The limit of the right to indemnity lands. 

The act of Congress pro7ided that for all lands 
sold, reserved, or disposed of within the grant- 
ing limite by the General Government the 
Railroad Company should receive indemnity 
lands. 

It also provided that when the Governor of 
the State sbould file with the Secretary of the 
Interior maps showing the location of the road, 
with his certificate thereto, then the Secretary 


of the Interior would cause the lands within the 
limits of the grant along such route to be with- 
drawn from market. - 

The fling of the map was necessary that it 
micht be fixed, when the right, of the railroad 
attached, as to settlers and Other purchasers 
from the United States, which could not be 
until the route was definitiy fixed. The 
Leavenworth, Lawrence & Galveston Company 
claimed indemnity for ail lands disposed of 
within the granting limit, without regard to thé 
time of disposal. 

The Supreme Court of the United States, in 
that case, says (2 Otto, 733): We have before 
wald that the grant itself was in praesenti, and 
covered ail the odd- numbered sections which 
should appear, on the location of the 
road, to have been within the grant when it was 
mad z. The right to them, however, aid not de- 
pend on such location, but attached at once on 
the making of the graut. It is true, they could 
not be identified until the line of the road was 
marked out on the ground, but so soon as this 
was done it was easy to lud mem. If they did 
not find ali of them within the original limit by 
reason of the sale or reservation retained by the 
United States, it was to be compensated by an 
equal amount of substituted lands. The latter 
could not in N be within that 
limit. It would strange, indeed, if the in- 
demmity-clause had been intended to 
perform the office of making a new 
grunt within the ten-mile limit, or en- 
larging the one already made. Instead 
of this, the words empio,ed show that its only 
purpose is to graut sections beyond that limit 
for those lost withia it by the action of the Gov- 
ernment between the date of the grant and the 
location of the road.”’ 

This decision, it will be seen, establishes two 
rules: (1) That the title to the land passes ab- 
solutely from the land at the date of the grant. 
2) Tnat no inde anity can be had for lands dis- 
posed of by the United States prior to the date 
of the grant,—that the right to substitute lands 
is limited to the date of the grant and filing of 
the map by the Governor, showing the definit 
loction of the road. 

May 12, 1854, Congress passed an act granting 
to the State ot lowa lands for the use of rail- 
roads, one ot which was the McGregor & West 
ern, now Chicag>, Milwaukee & St. Paul. This 
act is a verbatim copy of the act of 1857, under 
which tne decision above was made. ‘The same 
rule therefore obtains as to [owa roads, and the 
United States Land Office here received in- 
stractions that, in accordance witb this decision, 
indemnity can only be allowed for lands sold or 
disposed Of within the granted limits by the 
Government atter'the date of the grantiug act 
and prior to the time when the right of the rail- 

oad atéacbes. 

This rule will apply to ges every land-grant 
road in this State, and, as all have dem wded 
and received tndemnity lands for those sold be- 
fore, as well as aiter, the grant, it is probabic 
there will be a readjustment ordered, and espe- 
cially iu cases where land-grant roads bave 
crossed each other, and the grants overlaoped. 
Io such case a prior grant cuts off all right to 
indemnity lands under a subsequent grant; 
that is, where agrant was made in 1863 for a 
north and south, and in 1864 foran east and 
west, road, where the roads crossed the east and 
west road could have no indemnity for lands 
embraced iu the grant to the north aud south

it will also — affect the McGregor 
Western, or McGregor & Missuuri River Road, 
which claims land under a purported map of its 
route, filed Aug. 19, 1854, from McGregor west 
of the forty-third parallel to Sec. 12, Township 
95 no. th, 35 west, which isin the south- 
east corner of Ciay Country. This road was 
begun to connect with a road, under act of Cou- 
gress of 1857, in Minnesota, in the direction of 
the mouth of the Big Sioux River, with a branch 
via Faribault, to the north line of the 
State of lowa west of Range 16.” Ten 
miles of the road from McGregor 
was completed April 1, 1864, and twenty miles 
July 1, 1864; thirty miles Sept. 1, 1864; forty 
miles Sept. 1, 1 which brought it to Calmar. 
It was continued no further on the route of the 
map of Aug. 19, 1864, but was continued on to a 
junction with the road in Minnesote, built under 
the act of 1857. Ip 1966 the State accerted the 
grant under act of Congress of May 12, 1864, 
upon “the terms, conditions, and restrictions 
contained in the act of Congress.” This was 
two vears after the graut was made. 
la February, 1868, the State resumed 
the grant which by the act ot 
Congress inured to the McGregor Western, the 
Company having failed to buiid the road as re- 
quired, and Maren 31, 1868, regranted them to 
the McGregor & Sioux City Railroad Company, 
which Company forfeited the grant, and it was 
resumed by the State and ¢ranted to the Me- 
Gregor & Missouri River Railroad, which also 
forfeited the grant, an it was resumed and 
granted to the Unt. ago, Milwaukee & St. Paul. 

Now it wili be seen that the original grantee 
built ny? twenty miles of road before the 
grant of May 12, 1864, was passed, and there 
was little of unsold land within the limit 
of the grant for the first twenty miles west of 

Clearly, under the foregoing rule 
no indemnity lands, nor in fact avy land what- 
ever, can be had for that part of the@oad built 
prior to May 12, 1864, aud, if the Company has 
received lands therefore itia probable it will 
have to refund. 

The Chicago & Rock Island Road is the only 
land -crant road in Iowa that I am aware of not 
affected by this decision. That Company had 
ita title to all its indemuity lands confirmed by 
special act of Congress, which evidences con- 
sidérablé sagacity on the part of somebody, 
presumable the late Ebenezer Cook, of Daven- 
port.

\CINCINNATI SOUTHERN. 
Spec al Dispatch ta Tae Tribune. 

OMNI, O., Dec. 9%—The Cincinnati 
Southern Railroad, an enterprise upon which 
the city has lavished $18,000,000, was completed 
to-day, the last rail connecting Cincinnati with 
Chattanooga being laid at 8 o’clock this evening. 
To-morrow was the day on which the work was 
required to be finished by contract. Robbins 
tunnel, the place where the tracks met, is 218 
miles south of Cincinnati. The superintendents 
of the two working parties have, for a day or 
two past, been working hard to outstrip 
each ‘other, the ‘northern varty trymg to 
get through the tunnel before the meeting. 
The southern gang outstripped their northern 
rivals, however, oy about a quarter of a miie. 
The track bas been fully spiked, imstead of half 
spiked, as is often done in rapid railroad bulid- 
ing, and the ballasting is but little behind. The 
last iron bridges und threstles are nearly com- 
pleted, and will be ready for testing within five 
days. Meanwhile temporary structures provide 


the passage. The consummation of this great 


scheme is hailed with delignt by the merchants 
of Cincinnati, who have for years seen the South- 
ero trade, properly belonging to them, diverted 
to rival cities possessing superior means of 
transportation. The building of the road has been 
a heavy burden upon the city. ‘Io pay interest 
on the bonds and provide for a sinking fund has 
added $1,500,000 a year to our taxes, raising 


, them to nearly 3 per cent upon the actual val- 


uation of property. It is expected, now that 
the road is completed, that the income derived 
from it will pay half of the interest the first 
year, and that ulumately the road will be a 
source of profit to the city, aside from ite indi- 
rect advantage to trale. Ihe reecipts from the 
uncompleted section for Novemoer were $47,- 
981. A movement is ou foot for bringing to the 
city a mammoth excursion party of 15,000 
Southern merchants to celebrate the completion 
of the road. 


MATTERS IN OMABA. 

Omana, Neb., Dec. 9.—Gen. J. W. Bishop, 
General Manager, and Col. Joba L. Merriam, 
Vice-President, of the St. Paul & Sioux City 
Railroad, were in the city to-day looking over 
the prospects of the new consolidated St. Paul, 
Sioux City & Omaha Line. Manager Bishop 
says the St. Paul & Pacific and Omana & 
Northern Nebraska lines will be formally con- 
solidated, as per agreement, about Feb. 1. The 
St. Paul line will build in the early spring from 
Sioux City directly to Tekamaka or Oakland on 
the Omaha & Northern Nebraska, thus enabling 
through trains to ruo from Omaba 
to St. Paul and Duluth. The selection of sites 
for depots, headquarters, and other buildings 
will be referred to the officers of the Omaha 
& Northern Nebraska in Omaha. There is no 
question but the new line will be iu operation 
from Duluth to Omaha withiu six months. It 
is vow considered probable that the Union 
Pacific, the Toledo, Wabash & Pacific, and 
Sioux Citv, St. Paul & Omaba lines will con- 
struct a union depot ia the south part of the 
city between the nail works and the lead works. 
The latest railway project is the construction of 
a line from Atchisou to Omaha, calling the tine 
the Atchison, St. Joseph & Omaha Railroad. A 
company is already organized, with Jay Gould 
backing the same. 


THE NEW EASTERN OUTLET. 
Epevial Maren te The Triduue. 

MILWAUKEE, Dec. 9.—A rumor has prevailed 
that the vewly-formed St. Paul Kastera Grand 
Trunk Live Railway, which as yet exists only 
in the imagination of its projectors, proposes to 
join hands with the Wisconsin Central Railway, 
and that the twoorganizations will join hands 
in a few weeks. It is also intimated that there 
has been cousiderable discussion between the 
two interests iu regard to the construction of the 
connecting road, each claiming precedence, vet 
conceding that it would de  impolitic 
for both to bud hines when one 
would answer. According to the morning 
paper, the agreement which is about to be eu- 
tered into eabraces an arraogement for a con- 
nection with the Milwaukee, Lake Shore & 
Western Bailway, as the interests of the three 
roads to a considerable extent lie in the same 
direction. THe TRIBUNE correspondent called 
at the Wisconsin Central Railway headquarters 
to learn what foundation there might be tor the 
report bere given, and was informed by the 
solicitor that nothing whatever is known there 
of any such arrangement; and that if any 
agreement had been reached it cer- 
tainly ought to be known. This leaves the in- 
ference mat the rumor must have sprung from 
statements made by parties in the new St. Paul 
Dastern Grand Truuk project. And it may 
far her be inferred therefrom that a compina- 
tion such as is hinted at may be effected prior 
to beginaing the work of construction of the 
new line. 


RATLROAD MEETINGS NEXT WEEK. 

Next week nearly all the prominent railroad 
officials in the country will be iu the city to at- 
tend to various meetings to be beld here. On 
the 16th the Trunk Line Board of Arbitrators, 
consisting of Charles Francis Adams, Jr., D. A. 
Wells, and J. A. Wright, will meet at the 
Grand Pacific Hotel and hear the arguments of 
the Peoria managers regarding the establish- 
ment of an east-bound pooi from that city, and 
to decide upon perceutages ior the various lines 
from that poiot. On the same day and at we 
same place the General Freight Agents of the 
liiingis and Indiana. roads wiil meet and 
try to establish arbitrary rates from 
points in IIIinois and Indiana. On 
the 18th the Joint Execative Committee, 
consisting of the General Managers of the prin- 
cipal Eastern and Western roads, will hold a 
gravua powwow uwoder Chairmanshio of 
Commissioner Fink at the Grana Pacitic Hotel. 
As s000 as they get through their work, the 
Southwestern Railway Association will hold 
their regular monthly meeting, which, owing to 
various complications, promises to be of great 
importance. The General Passenger and Ticket 
Agents belonging to the Central Association 
will hold a convention at the Grand Pacific 
Hotel on the 17th to try a reform in the pas- 
senger business. 


TEXAS & PACIFIC. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa, Dee. 9.—The stockhold- 
ers of the Texas & Pacific Railroad Company 
held a meeting to-day, Tom Shaw, of Pittsburg, 
presiding. An issue of a mortgage of $25,000 a 
mile on the Rio Grande Division ior the exten- 
sion of the road from Fort Worth to the Rio 
Grande or near El Paso, was authorized. The 
holders of the trusteed stock subsequentiy met 
and unanimously aureed to discontinue in Octo- 
ber, 1880, the trust inaugurated a few years ago 
for the purpose of consolidating all ihe interests 
of the road, the trust having accomplished its 
object. In the dissolution of the trust, holders 
of certificates of the trusted stock will be 
given in exchange therefor an equal sumber of 
shares Of the Texas & Pacific Railway stock. 

The following statement will snow bow the 
business of the road is increasing: Earnings 
and exoenses for six months ending Nov. 30, 
1579: Gross earnings, $1,207,170; expenses,

It is 
felt that the lying north of Chicago, 
where most of these roads are situated, are now 
wealthy enouch to take care of their own tura- 
pikes, without baving a corporation do it for 
them, and that they can afford, too, to keep 
them jn good condition at far less expense than 
what the toils which they have to pay now 
amount to. In a county which bas been 
settled as long aa Cook has, toll-roads are 
somewhat of an anomaly, and people 
are inclined to ovut up with them 
ana endure the nuisance of peroetually stopping 
at gates, and perpetually paying oat money, 
only when the roads are in decent condition. 
But that is very rarely the case wito the toll- 
roads of this county. Year after vear complaints 
are made of their intolerable condition, and yet 
it seems as if nothm could force their proprie- 
tors to make the needed repairs, though they 
could easily afford it, for, with a few exceptions, 
they are exceedingly profitabie. 
THESE TOLL-ROADS 


consist of the Rosehill and Evanston gravel 
road, which is about nine miles long, with three 
gates on it,—one this side of Graceland, another 
half-way between Graceland and Rosedill. and 
the other at Rogers Park; the Lincoln avenue 
and Niles Centre, sometimes called the Harms 
road, about nine miles in length, with three 
gates,—one at Belmont avenue, another at 
Sulzer avenue, and the other at Niles Centre. 
‘Then there is the system of Snell toli-roads, 
which A. J. Snell either owns or controls. This 
system consists of the old Northwestern plank- 
road, which runs from Chicago to East Wheel- 
ing, twenty-two miles, with five gates on it,— 
a double one at Fullerton avenue, one at Jef- 
ferson Village, one at Niles Centre, one at 
Maine, and ove at East Wheel ng. Then there are 
the various branches,—the Higgins brauch, five 
miles, from Jeffersou to Leyden, with two gates, 
one at Leydeu and the other at Jefferson; the 
Norwood’ branch, extending from Jefferson to 
Norwood, two ands half miles, with one gate 
at Norwood; and the Eiston gravel road, Which 
runs from Western avenue to Jefferson avenue, 
four miles, with two gates,—one at each end of 
the fine. The old Northwestern plankroad was 
chartered in 184% by Jobo Gray, Col. Filkins, 
and Dean Kichmoud, of New York. ‘their char- 
ter was amended in 1554 se as to allow them to 
charge three cents ver mile. Mr. Suell bought 
uo this road in 1870 for $20,000. He owns abso-

There is hardiv a day ‘when three 
or more funerals with a numder of carriages 
extending from four up to 100 do not pass (nat 
way; and yet, notwithstandu this large saw 
which is daiiy taken lu, the proprietors keep 
the road in such wretched condition chat the ex- 
perts rceommended to the County Board to 
throw open the two southern gates. It appears 
to be the sole object ot the proprictors of +these 
roads to make ail the money they cao out of 
the public without rendering aa equivalent. 
The toll-roads of Cook County are in nothing 
Uke as decent condiiion as the dirt roads of 
New Engiand, although with the income of 
the owuers they could easily afford to keep 
them sin superb condition. It is therefore

looking either to proceeding against these roads 
by quo warranto, so as to deprive mem of their 
charters for failure to comply with the condi- 
tions of the grants, or should take steps toward 
condemning the roads, wulca they have a right 
todo.

RAILROADS AND WAREHOUSES. 


The I!Maols Commissioners Hear and Decide 
Charges of Discrimipation—Grain I- 
epector Reynolds’ Report. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

SPRING#SIEDD, III., Dec. 9.—The Railroad and 
Warehouse Commissioners beld their monthly 
meeting to-day. Railroad matters were first 
considered. Keeley & Davis, of Carrollton, 
notified the Board of the full settlement by the 
Chicago & Alton Railroaa Company of their 
complaint. of extortion against that Company. 
Parkerson & Co., of Sprinefield, notified the 
Commission that the same Company had 
naid them the overcharge on freight, concern- 
ing whieh they had made complaint. 

A communication from Mr. A. L. Osborn, 
Solicitor of the Michigan Central Railroad Com- 
pany, in answer to one from the Commission 
asking him to submit specifications of 
errors and facts upon which de 
petitions for the reovening of the Knowlton 
case, was read, and the matter was continued to 
give him further time to prepare his argument. 

A letter from Mr. A. E. Scovell, of Ludlow, 
IIL, im which be complained of extortion and 
unjust discrimination by the [llinois Central 
Railroad, was read. He says this Company has 
been guilty ot these offenses ever since the line 
went into operation. He named Paxton and 
Ludiow as the places discriminated against in 
favor of Rantoul. He also charges that coal 
is charged a less rate der car from Spring- 
field to Rantoul than to Ludlow, a shorter 
distance. He also alleges that the company re- 
fuses to sell tickets at the Commissioners’ rate 
of three cents a mile. 

The Commission replied, explainifig the of- 
feuse of unjust discrimination against places, 
and by a statement that, if the charge of unjust 
discrimination made by Mr. Scovell can be 
proven, the Company must either discontinue it 
or suffer the penalty. 

Weer & Weer, of Carlinville, complained that 
the Chicago & Alton Railroad Company charges 
them from $3 to $18 more per carload of 100 
barreis of flour from Carlinville to New York 
than that Company charges from East St. Lonis 
to New York. The Board replied that the Com- 


pany may be guilty of unjust discrimination, 


but that there is no way of determining whether 
the rates charged are or are not extortionate. 

Mr. A. Sample, of Paxton, asks the Commis- 
sion on what basis its tate of three cents per 
mile passeager-fare was made, and bow the 
Commissioners regard the rates in their sched- 
ules, and whether they consider them binding 
upon the rallroad companies until the Courts 
have declared them not reasonable rates. The 
Commission auswered their questions in full, 
and hold that a railroad bas the rigbt to charge 
higher rates than those fixed in the schedules, 
provided it can prove to the satisfaction of a 
jury that its higher rates are reasonable.

Naturally, every man who lives by 
cultivating the soil will seek as much land 
as he ‘can cultivate with his own labor. 
The accumulation of land is not the policy 
of the laborer. The accumulation of land 
in a few hands has been the policy of Gov- 
ernments interested in maintaining a privi- 
leged aristocracy,—a non- producing to 
live upon the labor of others. We need not 
repeat the story of how the land was taken 
from the people of Ireland and given to an 
ahen and non-resident few, who were made 
owners, and at whose service was 
placed an army to enforce the pay- 
ment of rents. The land in Ireland 
before it was confiscated was held in small 
lots by those who cultivated it. When the 
land of France was consolidated in the hands 
of a few, and when the people of France de- 
manded that it should be giver to the peo- 
ple, that there should be a peasant proprie- 
tary of the soil, it was then answered by the 
Government, as it is now asserted by the 
Tory Government of England, that if the 
land were given to the people there would be 
a new race of landlords in a month. That 
was the answer made nearly 100 years ago to 
the people of France, Belgium, the Rhine 
provinces of Germany and Bavaria. The 
Government was arrogant, defiant, and abso- 
lute; and it required: an armed revo- 
lution to overwhelm the landed aris- 
tocracy and give to the body of the 
people that proprietorship which they have 
held ever since. Have the French peasantry 
sold out their frecholds? In France the 
land was obtained by armed revolution; in 
Ireland it is proposed that the peasantry 
shall purchase and pay for the land. Is it 
likely that the land purchased by the hard 
labor and saving of a whole generation will 
be parted with any more easily than if it 
were obtained by revolt, insurrection, and 
revolution? In be ¢ are, to 
whatever extent there is any change, in- 
creasing in number and diminishing in size, 


The French peasantry divide their land pos- 


sessions, where it is possible, among their 
children. New lands are constantly put un- 
der cultivation, and the land itself is more 
closely cultivated, and consequently made 
more productive, because of the smaller num- 
ber of acres held by each laboring proprietor. 

The laws of Bagland, recoguising the 
privilege of entail and the right of primo- 
geniture, forever tend to the union of estates 
and the consolidation of lands in the hands 
of the few. Such laws do not prevail in 
France, Belgium, Western Germany, and 
Bavaria, and on the deatir of the owners of 
large blocks the land is divided into small 
lots and sold to those who are to cultivate 
it. No persons on earth would cling toa 
freehold in Ireland more devotedly than the 
Irish people; with them every sentiment of 
patriotism and of pride would strengthen the 
feeling of personal interest and make them 
undergo any toil and make any personal 
sacrifice to retain the proprietorship of the 
soil. No capitalists could ever afford to buy 
the little freeholds at the price which the 
Irish peasants would place on them; no 
scheme of rebuilding large estates by buying 
out the small proprietors would ever succeed 
in Ireland. The allegation that if these 
lands were parceled ont in small tracts 
among the actual cultivators of the soil the 
latter would sell them, and that a new race 
of landlords would be created in a month, is

The argument that if an Irish farmer had 
more laid than he needed he would part 
with the surplus is well founded as a fact, 
but it does not prove that the land would 
again be gobbled up by large proprietora, 
If a man had fifty acres and could only work 
twenty-five acres to advantage, he would un- 
doubtedly sell one-half to some other 
peasant farmer, thus proving the tend- 
ency to divide lands instead of con- 
solidating them into a few hands. Farming 
lands are of necessity more valuable to 
those cultivating them than they can be as 
an investment for others, and hence what- 
ever change would follow the original divis- 
ion of the soil among the peasantry would 
be in the direction of smaller divisions and 
of course of closer cultivation and greater 
production. The smaller the holdings of 
cultivable land, the greater the production 
of the whole, and the greater the ability to 
support the whole population. In the hands 
of the actual cultivators the farming lands 
of Ireland could be made sufficient to sup- 
port three times the present population, each 
man being his own landlord. The specious 
pleas pat forth by the Government of En- 
gland to justify its refusal of land reform 
are not only false upon their face, but flatly 
contradicted by the history of every country 
where the people have been admitted to the 
ownership of the land they cultivate.

TWO AFRICAN WA. 

The theatre of military operations in the 
Old World has suddenly been transferred to 
Africa:. Europe is at peace; in Asia the 
Chinese campaign has come to a close; the 
English rest on their arms in Afghanistan, and 
are engaged in punishing rebels; and the re- 
cent disastrous defeat of the Russians by 
the Turcomans in the Tekke country has 
ended the operations of the former for some 
time to come. : 

Meanwhile a fresh war has broken out be- 
tween those old-time enemies Abyssinia and 
Egypt. In point of fact, there has scarcely 
been atime since the sixth century when 
Abyssinia was not at war. In the year 522 
it conquered a large part of Arabia. In the 
middle of the seventh century the Moham- 
medans drove the Abyssinians out. In the 
tenth century a Jewish Princess killed 
the whole Royal family and usurped the 
throne, and in the thirteenth her descend- 
ants were expelled, In the fifteenth cent- 
ury, the Abyssinians, in league with the 
Portuguese, fought the Turks. In the early 
part of the sixteenth century the Moham- 
medans overran the country, and in the 
middle of the same century the Gallu 
tribes took possession of a large part of it, 
after a long struggle. Its fiercest wars were 
waged by King Turoporr, who acceded to 
the throne about forty years ago. He 
fought the Turks and the Gallus with suc- 
cess, and drove them out of his Kingdom. 
He quelled rebellion after rebellion among 
his people, and for a long time was a friend 
of England, but the detention of an English 
officer at Magdala and the refusal to de- 
liver him up involved him in war with 
England, which resuliedin the destruction of 
Magdala by the forces under command of Sir 
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is difficult to see, since the war must bes 
very long and expensive one, and, whatever 
its result, still farther complicate her finances. 


The second war which has broken out is 


the revolt of the Boers in the Transvaal, who 
are determined to secure their independence 
from English rule, aided by the Zulu chief, 
Szcocoznr, who has not yet been conquered. 
The struggle is likely to be a desperate one, 
as Szcocoznt occupies a mountain which is 
almost impregnable, and his position can 
only be taken by an attacking force with 
fearful loss of life. The English will also 
have to suffer a fearful disadvantage from 
the scarcity of water, almost intolerable heat, 
and a malarious country which is very fatal 
to foreigners. The Boers themselves have 
long been discontented with English rule, 
and have raised such a strong force that Sir 


Gamer Wotsetzy has already found his 


forces too small to cope with them, 
and has had to send for reinforce- 
ments, That the English will overcome 


them in time is certain, bat it, 


looks now as if a struggle had commenced 
which will rival that with Oxrrwaxo in 
fierceness. It adds to this probability that 
the Boers do not believe that Cerrwaro has 
been conquered, and fancy that the political 
troubles in Europe have broken English 
power and depleted its treasury. They will 
soon find their mistake, but evidently Eu- 
gland will not derive much advantage from 
it until she has ended another long and ex- 
pensive war. The South African colony is a 
very costly elephant,—so costly that it hardly 
seems worth the keeping. 
———— 

THE GALLATIN COUNTY BOND CASE. 

The Supreme Court of the United States 
has recently made a decision reaffirming the 
doctrine long held by that Court that in the 
interpretation of State laws and State Con- 
stitutions it will always adopt the construc- 
tion of the Supreme Court of the State, 
whenever that Court does not itself make 
conflicting decisions, The affirmance of this 
general doctrine by the Federal Court in this 
case involved the necessity of overruling for- 
mer decisions on the same points. The facts 
were, that, in 1868, Gallatin County, Illinois, 
voted a donation of $100,000 of the bonds 
of that county in aid of a railroad company, 
though the bonds were not issued until 
October, 1870. In the meantime the new 
Constitution of Illinois went into operation 
in August, 1870. That Constitution con- 
tained the provision that no county should 
ever become a subscriber to the capital stock 
of any railroad, or make donation or loan 
its credit” in aid of any such corporation; 
provided, that the adoption of this prohibi- 
tion should not affect the right of the county 
„to make such subscription” when the same 
had been authorized by a vote of the people 
prior to such adoption. 


In a previous case the Supreme Court of 
the United States had held that the proviso 
did not extend to a “donation,” but was 
confined to a subscription, and that 
therefore the donation, being made after 
the adoption of the Constitution, was void. 
In a suit on these bonds issued by Gallatin 
County, the District Court of Illinois fol- 
lowed this decision, and gave judgment for 
the county. In the meantime the Supreme 
Court of Illinois had in two cases decided 
that the proviso included donations as well 
as subscriptions, and that therefore such 
donations were legal. In an appeal from the 
Distriot Court of Southern Illinois, the Su- 
preme Court of the United States now reverse 
their previous decision, and accept that of 


the Supreme Court of the State, and direct | 


a judgment against Gallatin County. At 
the time the Supreme Court of the United 
States rendered its first decision it had not 
heard of the contrary decisions by the State 
Oourt. This conflict of decisions has led to 
some complications. Immediately after the 
first decision by the Federal Court, Gallatin 
County stopped levying taxes to pay interest 
and principal, and was made a defendant in 
this suit. That decision is now reversed, 
and the county will have to begin its work 
of taxation over again, and will have to pay 
the interest which has since accrued. 

The debt of the county, however, is not 
an overwhelming one. Gallatin owes bonds 
to the amount of $200,000, bearing 8 
per cent interest, due in 1890; and $100,000 
in bonds bearing 7 pér cent interest due in 
1891. The City of Stawnectown owes 
$25,000 for railroad-aid bonds, and the total 
of indebtedness of other townships aggre- 
gates only $56,000 ; making the total debt of 
the county and its townships only $876,000. 
The equalized valuation of taxable property 
is about $1,600,000, which is not over one- 
fourth of its real value. The total debt is 
about 2 per cent of the assessed valuation of 
the taxable property. The annual interest 
is about $30,000. The county is 
now authorized by law to issue 
bonds at lower rates of interest, and 
such bonds can readily find customers among 
the residents of the county. The county 
authorities, under the circumstances, should 
offer to take up the ‘present bonds at par in 
cash, and, if the creditors consent, issue and 
sell new bonds bearing 5 or 6 per cent, and 
raise the money for that purposes. Under 
all the circumstances, Gallatin County, and 


such other municipalities as have been 


likewisé misled by this conflict of legal 
decisions, should at once, and at this time, 
when money is abundant and interest low, 
put their indebtedness on a new footing, and 
in issuing their new bonds retain an authority 
to pay at least 5 per cent of the principal of 
the debt annually.

Just ‘before’ Gen. Grant reached bis closing 
words the plank on which he stood took a sag, 
aui he came very near experiencing another 
drop. He was helped down, and was apparently 
devoutly thankful that tne business was done.

Again, 
and with good reason, the General insisted on 
his point, and a compromise was finally arrived 
at by which it was arranged that the train would 
leave to-morrow morning.

THE INTERNATIONAL FAIR. 
A SPLENDID EXHIBIT. 
Gpecial Dispatch te The Tribune. 

New Tonk, Dec. %—The interior of the | 
American Iastitute Building, where the Iuter- 
national Dairy Fair is being held, presented an 
animated and interesting scene to-day, At the 
opening yesterday great piles of exhibits re- 
mained unpacked, and the arrangements seemed 
incomplete, Last night a large force of work- 
men was employed, and evidence of their labors 
are manifest by the improved appearance of 
goods on every hand. Many productions of the 
dairy, and a large quantity of machinery, have 
nat as yet been placed in position, owing to 
the lateness in which the managers ob- 
tained possession of the building; buat, 
by Thursday afternoon, the arrangements in 
all the staile in the various departments will be 
completed. The attendance to-day was unusu- 
ally large, and thus early the success of the 
fair seems asstred. The display exceeds in. 
variety the firat venture of the Association a 
year ago, and it is doubtfal ff it has been equated 
abroad. Messrs. Pell and Read, members of 
the Englisi Parliament, who have been on a 
tour of observation regarding our agricultural 
resources, said to a friend who accompanied 
them last evening that they had 

NEVER GEEN A FINER 
or more creditable display. 

The herds of Devon, Jersey, Guernsey, and 
Ayrshire cows inthe rear hall were increased 
during the morning by the arrival of twenty-five 
Gpernseys from the foterior of the State, which 
attracted much attention. Three other install- 
ments are now on their way. A large number 
of Canadian exhibits have been placed in shape, 
and others will follow. Steers and 100 head of 
selected sheep raised in Elkhard, La., reached 
this city this morning, and will be added to the 
cattle department. One of the things that 
strfwes the observer as curious is that on each 
side of the main entrance, in front of the 
hall, ere a series of stalls in which 
are exbibited some very fine milch cows assigned 
to this place, for the reason that the State law 
forbidding the bringing of New Jersey cattle 
witnin less than 300 feet of New York cattle, 
for fear of the spread of .pleuro-pneumonia, 
will not permit them to be shows in the rear 
building where the other cows are placed. These 
cattle are considered in perfect health, but the 
law is mflexidle. The cows on the right are ail 
Holsteins, twelve in number, exhibited. by Mr. 
Neilson. They are large, fine-looking animals, 
black and white. The Holsteins have 

MANY GOOD POINTS, 

not the least of which is their dociility, and 
they give great quantities of milk, but their 
milk is not as rich as that afforded by some 
others. John J. Holly's herd of Jerseys, nine 
cows and a bull, are on the left of the entrance, 
and will not fail to attract admiration of their 
beauty. Their small, deer-lixe heads, siender, 
delicately-formed limbs, expressive, liquid eyes, 
and bright bay color are features that one does 
not need to be a grazier or dairyman 
to appreciate, and to the ladies, at least, 
among the throngs gathered here, the 
personal beauty of the Jerseys will 
witbout doubt yield more interest than the ex- 
pert’s practical assurance of their value for 
dairy purposes. There is somethme under- 
standable, however, upon the question of 
values in the assurance that one cow here is 
worth $1,500, and the bull is worth $2,000. That 
bull, Much Ado, is a splendid fellow, with 
broad, faun-colored back, small tan ears, and 
swarthy shoulders. He looks as gentle as a 
lamb.

Boston, Dec. 9.—The city election to-day was 
very tame compared with previoug~years, the 
total vote cast being only a few more than 
85,000. It was bardiy expected that Mayor 
Prince would be defeated, but it was not 
thought he would get a olurality of 2,500. 
The experiment of women’s voting was watched 
with curious interest. The courtesy with which 
they bave everywhere been treated was marked, 
and nothing was done or said chat could have 
given offense to any lady. The men 
submitted gracefully to the  enforce- 
ment of the order against smoking, 
and invariably fell back from the 
polls when a woman appeared, so as to facilitate 
her approach to the box. The women were, as 
arule, early at the polls, and in several pre- 
cincts were permitted to cast the 
first ballot. They voted the registered 
women’s ticket, which bore the names 
of three women for the Schoo) Committee, but, 
strange to say, not a woman was elected, al- 
though the names of three were on the Repub- 
lican and Citizens’ ticket. 

Of the Aldermen elected, eight are Republic- 
ans and four Democrats, and the Council stands 
forty-two Republicans and thirty Democrats. 

It was the general feeling that Mayor Prince 
bas served the city faithfully, and many Repub- 
licans voted for him, while supporting the other 
Republican nominees. 

The returns in at midnight show that McDa- 
vitt, Butier’s first tieutenant, who made himself 
a candidate for Mayor in opposition to Prince, 
polled only 361 votes, and King, greenback can- 
didate, has only 688. 

Bosron, Dec. 9.--The municipal election to- 
dey resulted in the re-election of Mayor Prince 
(Democrat) by a plurality of 2,763. The aggre- 
gate total vote was 85,473, of which Prince 
received 18,796; Stebbins (Republican), 16,033;

THE HAYDEN TRIAL.

Three days before Jefferson died ‘the 
mate is alleged to have struck bim to the deck 
with a belaying pin, and it is said that the poor 
fellow lay modonless for some time, and finally 
burst out in tears, and, to show the mate’s 
coarseness and brutality, the sallors say that 
on seeing sympattetic looks on the laces of the 
men, who were standing by, he rushed at the 
nearest and struck him. The next day Jefferson 
took to his bunk, but os the morning following 
was ou deck. Wher asked why be did not remain 
below, be answered that he did not want-to be 
abused by the mate and called «a loater, and 
added: *“*I shall work until I drop.“ These 
proved to be prophetic words, for at 11 a. m. of 
the same day the poor sailor dropped dead on 
the deck of the snip. The crew testify witn 
unanimitv and in detail to the occurrences of 
Jefferson’s last da\s, and add that Van Kieek 
had been beard on several occasions to thr¢aten 
Jefferson’s life. Van Kieek elects to be tried 
in New York, and the crew will be taken on 
there as witvesses. He says the charges of 
murder are malicious and uaiounded.

‘M’VICKER’S. 

Between the buoyant spirit of youth, the 
rapturous intoxication of bope, and the bitter- 
ness of despair in “Romeo and Juliet,“ and 
the sweetness, the pleasantry, and good-naturs 
of “Twelfth Night,” there is a wide contrast, 
yet it would be difficult which to admire most, 
the Juliet or the Viola of Miss Neilson. The 
former role was the one she opened in on 
Monday evening, the latter was chosen for 
last night, the second of her engagement. and, 
considering all things, the audience was a large 
and certainly an appreciative one, whose admi- 
ration brought the lady in front of che curtain 
at several points ot the performance. ‘Twelfth 
Nigut “ is one of the most charming of Shak- 
speare’s comedies. in it there are no impos- 
ing declamations, no labored descriptions of 
nature, uo lengthy dissertations on the 
passions, and pompous flourishes, but it 
presents an amusing exaggeraion of the 
foibles of character, that tenderness, that 
sweetness, truth, and gentieness native to the 
pastoral soil of Shakspearean comedy. Few 
actresses have ever been able to reach the point 
of perfection atiained by Miss Neilson m the 
role of Vola, and certainly none upon the stage 
to-day cam portray the character with so much 
meaning, and grace,and delicacy of detail. 
Her conception bas evidently been studied with 
as much care as a work by Meissionier, and ber 
interpretation is marked by spontaneity and 
unconscious impulse. No details are 
wanting. In every scene ber art rules her body, 
controls ber gestures, regulates her speech, gov- 
erns her by-play, and ber interpretation is suf- 
fused with the delightfully poetic spirit of the 
part and harmonized by a charm emanating 
trom the artiste’s parade She is the maid- 
enly, boyish, womanly Viole of the poet, and 
without atrace of exaggeration portrays the 
varied emotions of the character and the inci- 
dents of her career.

INFECTIOUS DISEASES. 
SCARLET-FEVER AND DIPHTHERIA. 
The records of the Health Department show 
an alarming increase in the number of deaths 
from scarlet-fever and diphtheria. Since the 
first week of September the number of deaths 
from the first-named disease has been 141, and 
from diphtheria 220. For the corresponding 
period in 1878 the deaths from scarlet-fever 
were but 49, and from the other disease 150. 
In other words, the deaths from scarlet-fever 
are three times as great this year as last, and 
from diph neria 50 per cent more than last year.

Some thirty-five years ago Col. Ned Kewen was 
a prominent Whig politician, exercising almost 
unbounded influence in Mississippi, Alabama, 
and other Southern States. The discovery of 
gold in California attracted him to this State in 
1848; and for many years afterwards Col. 
Kewen was noted as one of the most distin- 
guished lawyers of Sacramento. Having 
amassed a cousiderable fortune, he, like so 
many other Southerners, cast bis eyes ahout 
the vicinity of Los Angeles for a gomforta- 
ble home in which to pass is later 
vears. After exploring. the _ entire 
San Gabriel Valiey, he concluded the purchase 
of a gray stone building. erected by the early 
Mission Padres about 1771, and which was de- 
nominated EI Molino from the fact of ite hdying 
been used for years for millmt purposes by the 
ma Spanisn settlers of the valiey. The stone 

in this building was fully three feet thick, 
and the mortar with which it was laid up had 
become so thorougbiy crystallized that, when 
Col. Kewen proceeded to carry out his plau of 
converting it into a modern residence, he found 
the walls quite as difficult to cut through as 
though the material bad been solid rock. ‘The 
timbers,. too, were of lignum-vite imported 
from Central America. Here, surronuded by a 
wealth of trees, shirübs, and bricht flowers, Col. 
Kewen passed the last twenty years of his life, 
dispensing an almost lavish hospitality to vis-

the bitter enemy of the railroad, and one of the 
Railrvad Commiasioners The General, whose 
exploits as a cavalry-leader need no recapigula- 
cent 
rancho durmg the Mexican War, thirty-two 
years ago. He was at that time encamped there 
with his wea, in order to protect American set- 
tlers from ‘Indidf and Mexican marauders. 
Nearly a quarter of acentury later he purchased 
and converted it into the second 
largest orange-orchard in California. The Gen- 
eral attributes no small portion of his success 
with oranges, aud the freedem of the trees from 
scale-insects; to the fact of his pruping hien 
from the ground and from the- tre out- 
wards,—thus leaving the centre branchés bare of 
foliage, capable of receiving. the ſull benefit of 
the air and gun, and ffeely open to the insect- 
destroying birds. Gen. Stoveman is equally 
famous in San Gabriel as a pomegranate-grower, 
having over 4,000 trees in bearing, the product of 
which he disposes ot in this citv at somewhere 
in the neighborbood of seven ¢ents a pound. 

Almost Within a stone’s throw of Gen. Stone- 
man's is the Indiana Oolony’s settlement at 
Pasadena (Key of the Valley). Here, where five 
or six vears ago was a dry, unfruitful plain, 
with one or two adobe houses on it, now stand 
tome four-score modest but solid dwellings, 
surrounded. by vineyards, orange and lemon 
orchards, pomegranate, fig. and other trees, a 
Presbyterian and s Methodist chureb, a school- 
house, and 4 well-furnished general-merchandise 
store. a 

4 THIS INDIANA COLONY 

commenced by buying up a tract of 4,000 acres 
of land, with an ample water-privilege, arising 
in the Arroyo Seco Canyon, for $25,000, An- 
other $25,000 was expendca for the conveyance 
of the water to the land in a four-inch main 
pipe, and for the construction of e reservoir 
capable of holding 4,000,000 gallons. The Com- 
pany—with its capital of $50,000, divided into 
100 «shares—vnext proceeded. to subdivide 
ite land into 
a half, 
each. A share representing fifteen acres of irri- 
gated land carried with it five acres of wood- 
land and ten acres of non-irrigable or pasture 
land. The first cost, of that land, was about $33 
an acre. Now unimproved land in the colony is 
worth from twice to three times that amount;

This is 
the more vote wortùhy inasmuch as Dr. Conger, 
bolding that-forcing growth by irrigation is pro- 
ductive of disease, relics solely upon unrelaxing 
attention to cultivation for his grapes and or- 
anges.

Boson Transcript. 

All berses must not be fed in the same pro- 
portion, without regard to their ares, their con- 
stitution, or their work-—the imoropriety of 
such a practice is self-evident. Yet it is con- 
stantiy done, and is the basis of disease of 
every: kind. 

Never use bad hay on account of its cheap- 
ness, there is no proper nourishment 
in it. 

Damaged corn is exceedingly injurious, be- 
cause it brings on inflammation of the bowels 
and skin diseases. 

Chaff is better for old horses than hay, be- 
cause they can chew and digest it better. 

Hay or grass alone will not support a horse 
under hard work, because there is not sufficient 
nutritive body in either. : 

When a horse is worked hard bis food 
should be chiefly oate—if not worked hard 
his food should be chiefly hay, because oats 
supply more nourishment and flesh-making 
material than any other food—hay not so 
much. 

Mix chaff with corn or beans, and do not 
give the latter alone, because it makes the 
borse chew his food more and digest it det 
ter. 

For a saddle or coach horse half a peck of 
sound dats and 18 pounds of good hay are suffl- 
cient. If the hay is nut good add a quarter of a 
peck more oats. 
may have rather more of each; one that works 
leas should have less. 

feeding is wasteful. The better plan is 
to 1 with chopped hay from a manger, be- 
cause the food is not then thrown about, and is 
more easily chewed and digested. 

Sprinkle the bay with water that has salt 
dissolved tn it, because it is pleasing to the aui- 
mal's taste, and is more éasily digested. A table- 
spoooful of salt in a bucket of water. 

Oats should be bruised. for an old horse, bat 
not for a young one, because the former, through 
age and defective teeth, cannot chew them prop- 
erly; the young horse can do 60, and they are 
thus properly mixed with saliva and turned into 
wholesome nutriment. , 

There are sundry condition powders and ton- 
ies which are often fed to horses, and produce 
en increase of flesh, but they must be kept up or 
the horse will ran down, and in the end ther 
will do an injury. Regular feeding, faithful 
grooming, change of diet, salt always accessible, 
exercise, even if it be bard work, with sufficient 
rest, pure water, pure air in the stable, and 
comfort with quiet, will cause almost any 
horse properly fed .to lay on flesh, if not to 
become fat. A writer upon this subject, who 
appears to be well posted, says:: Many good 
horses devour large quantities of grain and 
way, and atill continue thin and poor. The 
food eaten is not properly assimilated. If 
the usual food has been unground grain and 

y, nothing but ‘a change will effect a desir- 
able alteration in the apearance of the animal. 
In case oil meal cannot be obisined readily, 
mingle a bushel of flaxseed with a bushel of 
barlev, one of oats, and another buene) of Indian 
corn, and let it be ground into fine mea). 
This will de 4 fair pro or ‘all bis feed. 
Or, the meal of-barley¢ oats, and corn, in equal 
quentities, may be first prucured and one-fourth 
part of the oil cake mingled with it when the meal 
is sprinkied on cut feed.

Judge Beckwith’s Argument on 
‘road Case. | 


A Disgusted Partner Asks for én 
counting of a tore.

METROPOLATAN CITY RAILWAY. 

Yesterday morning Judge Barnum heard the 
closing argument of Judge Beckwith ip the case 
of The City of Obicago vs. The Metropolitan City 
Railway Company, which bas been on hgaring 
for several days. Judge Beckwith, after stating 
the coatents of the bill and the nature of the 
relief sought, proceeded to show that, irrespect- 
ive of the question of the ownership by the city 
ot the fee of the streets sought to be used for 
horse-railways, there was no question that it 
had the right of control and user thereof, and 
that, notwithstanding thé ordinance might be 
void upon its face, yet it was a legislative 
act of such a character as to constitute 
a cloud upon the title ef the city to such 
control and user, and therefore within the 
jurisdiction of a court of equity. The assertion 
of a right, under color of title, might, in many 
cases, perfect the title by prescription, and, in 
this event, equity had unquestioned jurisdic- 
tion. The act of 2 a horse-railway 
in the streets of the city without lawfui au- 
thority had been held in England, not only to 
be unlawful, out a nuissuce per se; and the 
Constitution of IIlinois of 1870, the act under 
which the defendant corporation was organized, 
the charter of the city, and the act relative to 
horse and dummy railroads, recognized and 
followed this rulmg. It was sought to justify 
the construction of this railway on the ground of 
public convenience, but the question was, Who 
was to the judge whether a railway 
was required or not! |The defendant claimed 
the Court should decide, but be insisted, and it 
bad always been beld in England and in both 
Fede and State courts in this country, that 
the authorities having control over public higb- 
ways should be the only judges upon this ques- 
tion. The jurisdiction courts of equity ex- 
tended to all matters, and although it had de- 
clined to exercise jurisdiction in cares where 
there was a plain remedy at law, yet it was ad- 
mitted that the Crown ig England and tiie rep- 
resentative authorities here could suc iu any 
court, and a court of equity would always take 
jurisdiction upon matters 80 brought before it. 
The leading principle extending through 
all the cases was, equity would 
interfere in support of the powers of 
authorities exercising control over highways, 
rivers, arms of the sea, or puolic grounds, in 
the removal of obstructions. Counsel then con- 


.| sidered at length the objections urged against 


the validity of the ordinance under which the 
Metropolitan City Railway .Comoany seek to 
build its railway, contending that the fact of 
notice required by the statute could only be 
proved from the record of the Council; and not 
allunde. Further, that the burden of proof 
was upon the defendant, and that the fact of 
notice, even aliunde the Councii’s record of 
proceedings, had not been “established; counsel 
commenting severely upon the testimony of 
O'Brien. out, and Mahony, introduced 
by the defendant. it was aleo ob- 
jected that the act’ of 1872 requiring 
a petition of abuttmg property-owners 
bad not been complied with; and that the 
ordinance was void because it contained no 
provision as to payment of damages, und by 
reason of the excess of timé granted by it over 
that authorized by the act. 

Judge Barnum took the case under advise- 
ment. 


ACCOUNTING WANTED. 

David B. Fonda filed a bill yesterday against 
Luzerne, D. Lowell asking for an accounting, 
He states that in 1871 he was the sole owner of 
a stock of drugs and the fixtures appertaining 
thereto, and was carrying on a retail drug 
business, and was also a practicing physician 
and surgeon. Very naturally, as his practice 
tucreased he found it pecessary to have a part- 
uer in his store, and accordingly made an agree- 
ment with Lowell, a relation of his wife, by 
which the latter was to pay $500 for one-half 
interest iu the drug b and was to devote 
his entire time thereto. The stock and fixtures 
were at the time vaiued at 82.000. Lowell was 
also to be boarded at commlainaut's house for 
$5 per week. This partnership continued until 
June, 1876, when complainant sold out to de- 
fendant. The average profits, it is claim 
were 84.000 per year, and yet Fonda was obi! 
to advance some $1,300 for drugs, étc. Lowell 
has never paid but $100 on the purchase-price, 
and has also failed to pay for his board, or make 
any setttement of the firm affairs. The stare is 
doing a good business now, and complainant, 
therefore, asks for am accounting, claiming 
there is at least $3,000 due him, and for the ap- 
pointment of a Receiver. A temporary inojunc- 
tion was allowed, to preven. Lowell from col- 
lecting or recelving any of the debts of the 
firm, or from in any manner selling, transferr- 
ing, or incumbering any poperty Lowell may 
have bought with the proceeds of the partner- 
ship business. .

Allan, Larkin, and O’Brien,” “Down with Tyrant

„Remember Emmet,” Our Guests Are Wel- 
come,” “God Save Ireland,” Davitt, Daly, 
and Killen, Our Sympathy Is with You, Our In- 
digustion Against the Authors of Your Ar- 
rest. Many of those present wore green sashes 
and rosets on their breasts. Between 2,000 
and 3,000 persons attended the meeting, he 
ball beine crowded to suffocation. mr. J. Tor- 
ley. of Duntocher. who was called to the chair, 
expressed bis pleasure at seeing such a lere 
gathering, not alone to do honor to the memory 
of the dead, not alone to do bogor to the mem- 
ory of the brave men who yesterday twelve 
years were judicially murdered in Manchester, 
and offered up their young lives as a holocaust 
on the altar of their countr:’s liberty, but to 
do honor to the brave men who were now 
suffering in. Sligo Gaol. Their only crime 
wag that they were Irishmen. He need not 
a tor the absence of Mr. Davitt, for 
in every land- his arrest had been flashed along 
the wires, and a deep thrill of indignation, 
loathing, and scorn hal paseed through every 
bosom at the contemptiole act of the Beacons- 
field Cabinet, and of the schoolboy politician, 
James Lowther. Mr. Davitt committed no 
crime; he broke no law; but the Constitution 
had been shamefully violated in order that he 
and his comrades might be cast into durance. 
He preached no new doctrine, and for trying to 
carry out the idea of the Creator he and bis 
compatriots were in prison. But if the Govern- 
ment thought to terrify them they were mis- 
taken. They were too well used to coercion to 
heed it now, and the cause for which Mr. Davitt 
was suffering would ultimately triumph. ‘The 
speech was received with loud cheers. ‘The fol- 
lowing resolutions were then posed to the 
meeting and unanimously adomed: “ First— 
Resolved, That we, the Irishmen of Dundee 
and vicinity, in public meeting assembled, ex- 
press our b eli sympathy with 
Messrs. Davitt, Killen, and Daly, and 
hove that at their comme trial they 
will be acquitted, and that, if needed, we will be 
ready to sid them by every constitutional means 
io our power. Second—Heso/eed, That we, the 
Irishmen of Dundee and neighborhood, in pub- 
lie meeting assembled, enter our indignant pro- 
test against hasty action of the Government 
in arresiing Messrs. Davitt, Killen, and Daly 
without sufficient cause to warrant such action. 
Third,—The. great social evil of Ireland is 
the system of land tenure, a thorough revision 
of which in the interests of the whole people is 
imperatively demanded, the Land act ot Mr. 
Gladstone davmg entirely tailea in its pro- 
fessed object of rooting the people in the soil.’ 
Mr. Thomas Morrison said that the Goveru- 
ment was simply in a state of terror, and its 
action had been. taken for the purpose 
of goading, if possible, the Irish people 
into a premature rebellion. Mr. John 
Fergusson, Glasgow, who was received 
with loud cheers, delivered a long address, in 
the course of which he endeavored to prove 
that Ireland was being ruined io consequence 
of the people not having the opportunity of 

becoming possessors of the soil. He denied 
that Mr. Paruell had counseled the tenants of 
Ireland not to pay rent, and characterized that 
statement as an abominable lie. He claimed 
that the land of Great Britain could produce far 
more than it did at present if it were fully culti- 
vated, and the increased trade of the country 
would be quite. equal to all their colonia) trade. 
He condemned the unjust Land laws, and re- 
marked that, the Home-Rule party, being the 
third great party in the State, they should de- 
mand somethi from the Liberals, and, if it 
were not — they sbould return the 
Conservatives again to power. The evening was 
concluded by the singing of anumberof national 
airs. ‘The proceedings were quietly and orderly 
condueted, although marked by the greatest 
possibie enthusiasm.

MANIFESTO TO THE HOME-RULERS

NAPOLEON’S WIVES. 
Ha vert for December. 

The marriages of the Bonapartes play an im- 
portant part in the stories of their fortunes, 
and none of them were so significant and im- 
portant as those of the Emperor. To one who, 
like nim. looked upon the world as made for 
bim, and upon laws merely as something which 
were good for him to impose upon others, it 
must bave sppeared that bis two wives were ad- 
mirably planned for his use. Josephine de 
Beauhervais was an ideal wife for a young and 
rising mao of genius. She had everything which 
would appeal to a fancy like his, at onee selfish 
and psssionate. She had beauty, rank, the 
power of pleasing, and a certain indolent grace 
that promised an obedience reasonably free 
from jealousy. Up to the time that he mounted 
the Imperial tbrone and seated her by his side, 
she was all that his narrow heart and boundless 
ambition couid desire. But after the marvelous 
vietory of Wagram had opened upto his fevered 
imagination still wider perspectives of domin- 
fon, be looked for another style of wife, and 
found ber in Maria Leuisa of Austria. 
Her. blonde beauty, formed of pink 
and white color, and roundly curving lines, and 
the golden floss of a child’s hair, appealed 
strongly to his jaded taste. He was vot old, 
but, as he said to the Directory, one ages fast 
upon the field of battle,“ and he wanted some 
such solace as this soft, intellectual beauty 
(somebody has called it the Alderney style of 
prettiness) in his home, if such a word may be 
used of the Tuileries. Besides, be doubtless 
felt that an Emperor should have an Ewmperor’s 
daughter to wife, and this was a young girl who 
had a hundred monarchs for her ancestors, and 
vet she would be gentie and obedient, and not 
argue with him or answer him, and would give 
him neirs. He was genuively attached to her, 
and if be knew nothing about her, and had no 

remonition of Count Neipperg, it was ail the 

tter for him. She also was quite taken by 
storm with him, and fora while the noveity of 
being loved bv an ogre-—for such she had always 
considered him—was agreeabie to her. But his 
tumultuous glory was quite too much for the 
daily food of such a human small being as the 
Empress, and she was doubtless relieved when 
the indignant soul left his body at Longwood, 
and she was free to follow ber ignoblie little 
beart and marry . 

Josephine weuld have her revenge if she 
could bave forseen the course of bistory for 
even afew years. It is she, and not the pretty 
Austrian, who will be known forever as the 
wife of Napoleon. It is her statue that rises io 
marbie in the public places in Paris. It is her 
name and those of her children that mark the 
great avenues of the metropolis,—Avenue 
Josephine, La Reine Hortense, Boulevard du 
Prince Eugene. Though she was ousted re- 
morselesiy from a throne to make room for 
Maria Louisa, it was her children— be children 
of the Creole proscript—who should become 
the tenants of palaces. aud not those of her 
rival. The Duke of Reichstadt was to pass a 
youth of inglorious pleasure, and was to die 
before his prime, and leave no son to inherit 
bis claims to empire; while the Beauharnais 
line was to stretch out like the swarm of 
Kings seen by the Thane of Cawdor in his 
vision. Eugene, der beroic son, after 
the fall of the Napoleons, returned to the 
ecurt of his father-in-law, the King of 
Bavaria, and became Prince of Eichstadt, Duke 
of Leuchtenberg, and first nobleman of the 
Kingdom. His daughter, united to the son of 
Bernadotte, became Queen of Sweden; another 
became a Princess of Hohenzollern; and a third 
Empress of Brazil. His oldest son won the 
hand of the Queen of Portugal, and the young- 
er married a daughter of the Czar Nicholas of 
Russia. And whatever doubt might be thrown 
on the purity of the Napoleonic descent by 
which the Emperor Napoleon III. claimed the 
throne, be was unquestionably the son of Hor- 
tense, and was Beauhbaruais and Tascher-la- 
Pagerie beyond challenge. The grandson of 
Josephine, Louis Napoleon, ruled France in 
peace and with a sort of splendor for the space 
of twenty-two years, while the period of the 
First Napoleons reign, counting Consulate aud 
Empire together, was but fifteen,—though so 
powerful was the personal imprint made by the 
uncle, and so vague was the individual charac- 
ter of the nephew, that the shorter reign seems 
Uke an age, and the longer like an episode. 


CYRUS’ FAMILY-TREE. 
London Times. 

On Monday the Royal Asiatic Society met for 
the first time after the recess. Sir Henry Raw- 
linson was in the chair, and read an important 
paper on “A Newly-Discovered Cylinder of 
Cyrus the Great,” which he described as the 
most interesting historical record in the cunei- 
form character as yet brought to light. It isin 
the Babylonish script, as was to have been ex 
pected from its haying been discovered among 
the ruins of the Birs Nimroua, the ackuowl- 
edged site of the ancient Borsippa, of which 
city, as Sir Henry Rewiinson remarked, it was 
the more surprising that it makes no mention. 
The cylinder is nine inches long by three and 
one-quarter inches in diameter, and must origin- 
ally have been covered wits forty-five long lines 
of text. The writingis very minute, and it is 
computed that the inscription would run to 
about 180 lines of the average length. Unfort- 
upately, the monument is very badly injured, 
and the begioning is wholly lost, with the 
exception of a few scattered siens. When 
it doee begin to be legible it is found 
to relate to the very moment of that 
great historical event, the capture of Babylon 
by the founder of the Persian Universal Mon- 
archy. Nabonidus has abandoned his capital, 
which has fallen into the hands of Cyrus, though 
he is still struggling against his fate in Babylo- 
nia. But the worshipers of the rising sun 
deciare that the gods bave rejected him for 
his impiety and for his scandalous negiect of 
their temples. Oa the other hand, they extol 
the piety and the greatpess and the glory of 
Cyrus, whom the heavenly powers have raised 
up to avenge their. cause. The Guti, whose 
overthrow Sir Heury Rawiiason thinks was in- 
volved in that of the Medes, and a people whose 
name is taken to be equivalent to Blackheads, 
reminding us of the negroes, are described as 
his 7 and the god Merodach has deliy- 
ered King Nabonidus into his bands. Of Bel- 
shazzar no mention is discoverable, although it 
is concetvable that this may be due to the many 
and serious gaps iu the inscription. 
introduction is followed by what purports to 
be the text of a proclamation issued by Cyrus 
upon the taking of the city, and in which the 
King repeats in the firet verson the prin- 
cipal allegations of the preamble. It is 
partly mutilated. but the beginning, ‘I 
am Cyrus,” with his genealogy in full, 
and bis description of himself as King of Gyn- 
dia,“ ete., can be pretty elearly made out, and 
Sir Henry gave a translation of all that is lei- 
bie. Cyrus is made tospeak of hisreparation of 
the temples in Babylon, and of the favors con- 
ferred upon him by Merodach, Bel, and Nebo, 
in answer to his prayers to them, of the homage 
paid him by distant nations, and of the gather- 
ings of people in the city to acclaim him King. 
The lest ten lines are illegible. Su Henry Raw- 
lineon said this pew text settled forever in favor 
of Herodotus as against Ctesias (in orus) 
the genealogy of Cyrus. He was fifth in de-

skies. 


“A shout of astovishment and admiration 
arose frum the shore and also from the enemy, 
and al) were congratulating and thanxing Mune- 
taka, when one captious and jealous man dis- 
puted the fact of the fan being struck, and a- 
counting for its @isappesrance by saying it was 
profane to shoot as. the image of the sun, and 
the gods had snatched the fan away to protect 
it from harm. Munetaka then stated that he 
had aimed at the iron rivet and not at the round 
sun, but this was diseredited and set down asa 
vain boast. Preseotiy a boat approached the 
shore from the imperial barge bearing « flag of 
truce, and the messenger brought back the 
arrow and the fap, with a complimentary mes- 
sage from the Ten-O. On examination the fan 
showed the mark where it bad been struck by 
the arrow, in the metal rivet, as Munetaka had 
boasted. This clever archer was the ancestor of 
the family of Satake, Princes of Akita in Dewa, 
and the family cognimance is a fan with a round 
sun.”

A Scrap of Unwritten Pelitical History— 

How the Democrats of Loaisiava Obtained 

a Legisiature—The Desertion of Four Re- 

publicam Senmators—The Part Played by 

Ex-Gov. Pinchback, 

Corresvondence New York Times. 

Baton Rover, Nov. 25.—Ever since the over- 
throw of the Republican State Government in 
Louisiana, which, as it will be remembered, was 
in great measure to be attributed to the fact 
that certain legally-elected Repablican State 
Senators deserted their colors, and, under the 
lead of the usurper Nicholls, joined hands}with 
the Democracy, there baa been more or less 
speculation ag to the means employed to bring 
about these desertions.. The matter has on two 
or three occasions been closely inquired into by 
Congressional. committees, Gen. Butler, of 
Massachusetts, evincing particular anxiety to 
discover who bribed the Kepublican traitors, 
and to what extent their treachery was re- 
warded. The result of these investigations was 
in no sense satisfactory. In fact, no definit in- 
formation could be obtained iu re to the 
matter. It was generally believed, bowever, 
that the widely-known P. B. 8. Pinchbaek, with 
money furnished by Mr. Charles T. Howard, the 
President of the Louisiana Lottery Company, 
and acting under the advice of the representa- 
tives of President Hayes, known as the Mac- 
Veizgh Commissioners, had bought over the two 
Republican votes necessary to give the Demo- 
cratic Senate a show of legality. There were 
many reasons for believing that this was the 
true explanation of the otherwise unaccountabie 
action of the Republican Senators. Pinchback 
was known to be very bitter in his hostility to 
the men who were at the time in question 
the leaders of the Republican party and ‘State 
Government. He had, indeed, suffered many 
wrongs at their bands, and at the hands of the 
men who represented the party at the National 
Capitol. In 1873 he was elected to the United 
States Senate, but was refused admittance for 
no other reason, as many people believe, than 
that he was a colored man who, in Washington, 
would, perhaps, demand not only political bat 
social recognition. In 1874 be was, in strong 
terms, indorsed as Senator by the Legislature 
of Louisiana and by the Republican State Con- 
vention which met in that year. Still the 
United States Senate refused to admit him. in 
1875 the Legisiature again elected him, and 
still he was refused a seat in the Senate. He 
was indorsed as Senator by the Re 
publican State Convention of and 
was still, as the event proved, as far 
from his seat as ever. Having these many 
grievances, and being, as it was well known, 
most intimately gounected politicaliy with the 
deserting State org, it was, perhaps natu- 
rally, supposed that he had carried out what was 
known to be the ret, if not the openly-ex- 
pressed, wish of the ent’s Commission, 
and with money, which it can be conclusively 
proved was furnished for the purpose by Mr. 
Howard and bis associates, had bribed the Re- 
publican State Senators to desert to the Demo- 
crate and so back uo the Packard Government. 
It can now be stated positively that this view 
of the affair, at least insomuch as it concerns 
ex-Gov. Pinchback, is not true. The followmg 
statement of bis connection with the matter, 
amd of the nner in which the Republican 
Senators induced to desert their party 
friends, can, ag I am assured, be. relied 
upon iu every particular. The story is certainly 
a most remarkable one, and, as it may tend to 
throw light upon recent political events of na- 
tional interest, it is not witheut importance: 

One day early in 1877, when it became appa- 
rent that President Hayes and bis Admtnistra- 
tion had determined that 8. B. Packard, who, 
by Republican votes, had been elected. Governor 
of Louisiana, should be no longer sustained by 
the power at the command of the National Gov- 
ernment, Pinchback made his way into the 
chamber in which the State Senate met. -The 
State-House was barricaded agafnst the White 
League. It was filled with armed men, who 
lived as they could, eating hbard-bread and 
canned meats, and sleeomg upon the floors and 
in the hallways of the dark and musty building. 
Every approach to the legislative chambers 
was guarded, but Finchback, bimself a colored 
man, though of so light a shade that he might 
easily pass for white, was well known to the 
negro guards. and was admitted without dis- 
pute. He bad given up ali hope of be re- 
elected to the United States Senate for the — 
term vacancy, but he still hoped to be seated for 
the short term, which was ret to be filled, and 
went among the members of the State Legis- 
lature to discuss the prospect of the election. 
Entering the Senate Chamber, he found the 
white Republicag „lesdem, ex-Govs. Warmoth 
and Kellogg. « 5 there.
